project was uncoupled. This later proiuisition is for 
horse owners to Imild a track of their own some- 
ivhere in Mar.vland. Os<-ar la-wisohn is said to lie 
x'avorable to such an enterprise. So far it has not

Asain, in Bal- 
timore Connt.v. a law, passed in 1912, stipulates 
that no charter can Im> issued that carries with it a 
license to sell liipiors or make wasers. Of course, 
it would Ih‘ iM-ssihle for horsemen to set tosether 
;md hold a hunt meetins or some sort of race meet- 
tns. hnt it would hav«“ to 1m> without liettins. Look- 
Jiis further than Baltimore County, the laws of 
I'rince tjeorse and Ann Arundel counties provide 
for racins hut thirty days in the year, and they are 
taken up at Laurel and Bowie. This lM*ins the state 
of affairs as resards the lawfulness of a new race 
course, it ap|M-ars that much would have to 1 m? done 
in the wa.v of settiiis a license la-fore an.v new as- 
sociation could advance to a marked desree.” 

The sem-ral opinion hereahouts resardins horse- 
men tmildins a racins plant is treated lishtly. 
Those who know the inclinations of horse owners 
from years of experience infer that few would <s,n- 
sider the proposition, and as for their suhscrihins 
even one-tenth of the amount necessary for con- 
struction. it is practically out of the (piestion. Xat- 
iirall.v tiien* an- few who would take stock, hut 
they are very much in the minority.. There is one 
track in C.inada in which the horsemen were asked 
to suliscrih-- for stock. .\ few di<l so. and so far 
no dividends have Im-cu fortheomim;. the profits np 
to the present having Ix-en swallowed np in im- 
provements anil laud purchases. HorM-meii. as a 
rule, want ipiicker action for their money than Inly- 
ing race track stock. 

In s|M-akiiig of the proposed new track at BiMid- 
wood Park, in I’.altimorc County. Ed\t:ird Burke, 
the manager of Havre de Brace, said: •‘If anyone 

wants to huild a new trai-k. let the giMxl work go 
on. There is room for everyhoil.v. The onl.v thing 
I hop,- is that the tracks do not get too thick in 
Maryland.’’

ANOTHER TRACK AT TORONTO. 

Toronto. Out.. Novenilx'r 25.— Ambitious plans are 
laid doMii for the establishment of the ncM'est race 
course for Ontario, this one to he in Toronto, or at 
Toronto's door. The charter of the Thorncliffe Park 
Breeding and Racing Association. Mhicli M'as granted 
some years ago. hut has never lieen oiierated exi-ept 
for all oceasioiial one-da.v gathering on the lx*autifiil 
liro|)crty at the forks of the Don. Mill ismie into 
full oiH.Tatioii M'ith a regular race meeting next 
si’innier. aeeording to the preparations now under 
M'ii.v. The ileal M'itli tlie estate of the late Robert 
Davies lias Ix-en in progress for some time, and is 
niiM' aniioiiuet-d as completed, to the extent that it is 
declared a certaint.v that then* M'ill lie racing there, 
as stated. .A lease has lH*en taken of 140 acres of 
Thorncliffe for ten years, and the whole deal is to 
Im* closed next Thursday, the last day of November. 
The aiitieipations of the promoters are to b<*gin ae -■ 
tlial M'ork as earl.v as iKissihle in the spring, and to 
have a plant ready for racing as simiu as the con- 
tractors can finish it. 

The original plan of the promoter, .1. A. Berger of 
Chicago, included a considerable investinciit of 
United .States capibil in the enterprise, but that luis 
lieen ehunged, the representatives of the estate are 
assured, so tliat the backing will be Canadian. It 
is not intended, the promoters say. to have anytliiiig 
but a first-<'lass course, M'ith purses that will, at 
least, lx* equal in value to those offered at AA'ood- 
bine. and racing ^•ollductell on such a plane as will 
apiieal to Toronto*sup;xirters of the sport. A plot of 
land of thirt.v acres in extent, lying along the Ca- 
nadian Pacific railM'ay side of the iiroix-rty. is to be 
devoted to aiitoinobile parking, and a gixxl motor 
road built from A'onge street across to Is*aside, 
which abuts on Thomeliffe Farm. t»ther transporta- 
tion Mill be fiii-nished by the Cdtiailiaii Pacific 
trains. Acconiiuodatiou for 900 hors.Mi is included 
in the plans. Counting in the half-milers, this will 
! make Ute nintii track m Outario.
